BELLE GLADE-Water and sewer projects with a total 
estimated price tag of well over $9 million were offered city 
commissioners Tuesday night. ag a list of “things that 
need to Ъедопе” in the near future. 

ете not asking for’ action: now," City Manager 
Robért R. Sanders said when ‘he began the special 
workshop session, “but we did want to alert you to some 
things." ` у 

Items discussed ranged from redesigning a control 
system for the city's water intake pumps with a price tag 
of less than $25,000 to a new raw water intake апа a deep 
well injections system, each of which are estimated to cost 
more than $2 million. 

Some of the.projects the city could expect to pay for by 
itself, some would be partially paid for by grants and 
others would hopefully be paid for completely by state and 
federal funds, Sanders said. 

Once all the projects mentioned in the briefing are ac- 
complished, if they all are, the city would have a new sewer 
treatment plant with a 2 million gallon per day capacity 
and a new water treatment plant with.an additional 4 
million gallons per day capacity. 

Some of the 14 projects discussed are already underway 


` and some won't be begun for several years, if they are ever 


begun. 

One of the projects already underway is the replacement. 
of 65,000 feet of water distribution lines, at the rate of 
18,000 feet a year. On the other hand, the commissioners 
directed the staff to try to come up with a way of avoiding 
the necessity of building a new raw water intake. 

The intake is proposed to be built off Kreamer Island 
and Public Works Director Ron Sigmon said the project 
had an original price tag of $1.3 million. 

"We've run into a snag, though,” Sigmon said, pointing 
out that most of the pipeline which would be run from the 
present pumping station on Tory Islarid, i£ the work had

report of the storm and part of the 

. casualty list. On the list were such 
names as Mr. Wilder, Joe Rashley, 
Mrs. Thigpen and many others 
well known to us. I exclaimed to 
my Father, ‘‘Why they were 
neighbors of ours!” 

In early November when the 
` leaves were falling and early winter 
had almost set in my Father and I 
headed South again and back to 
Florida. As we arrived in West 
Palm Beach and turned Westward 
to the Gládes the storm damage 
became apparent. Houses and 
"buildings were blown down and the 
debri and wreckage was scattered 
everywhere. The land was still, 
submerged: although it had been 
two months since the Hurricane 
struck with all its fury. When it 
arrived in South Bay, a small town 
of about 150 inhabitants, two miles 
short of our farm we stopped. 
What a sight of destruction we 
beheld and the stories we heard. 
АЙ the houses and buildings ex- 
cept two had been blown down or 
blown away. A five room house had 
been across a sixty foot 
canal. The storm had struck in the 
middle of a dark night. The water 
rose to a height of ten feet, with a 
wind of 125 miles per hour, plus 
torrential rains, and washed nearly 
all the buildings; trees, and animal 
life away." Most of the town's 
residents that still survived had 
gotten on a barge that was an- 
chored in the canal. By continual 
bailing all night had managed to 
keep a float and themselves alive. 
They were living: іп Red Cross ten- 


After a wooden floor had been 
made and our tent pitched, we 
established a semblance of house 
keeping. The state road that.went 
by our farm was still under water. 
We bought a row boat to use for tr- 
ansportation until the roads were 
passable: The first trip by boat 
using the canal that paralelled the 
road, we really took notice of the 
surroundings. All land marks were 
washed away except an occasional 
tree. We recognized our. farm 
headquarters by a bend in the 
canal and the stumps of what had 
been a banana tree thicket. АП 
buildings had been washed away. 
We, found the place where our: 
house had been. Part of one bed 
.and part of one dresser was all that 
remained. Later we found 
twolthirds of the roof, it had been 
blown away in two sections and 
was about three/fourths of a mile 
away. We lived in the tent for 
several months and then built a

that had lived there at the time of 
the storm, comprising about fif- 
teen individuals. All but one per- 
son had lost their life and this in- 
dividual was зіп the hospital af- 
ter eight weeks. So to West Palm 
Beach we went to see Daniel,Saun- 
ders and to get a thrilling and sad 
в 


tory.. 

On the night the’ storm struck 
this man was entertaining a friend 
by the name of George Williams. 
When the water got three feet deep 
and the house began to float away 
from its foundation those men had 
to vacate quickly. That was the 
last of George Williams, he was 
never seen again. Daniel Saunders 
walked toward a light and kept on 
going through the darkness and 
water, finally bumping into an 
uprooted tree, Climbing high in its 
roots with rain coming down in 
torrents, the wind whistling, and 
drifting debris and wreckage bum- 
ping into him, occasionally snakes 
would wrap themselves around his 
legs and arms seeking a refuge 
from the raging elements. Under 
these circumsstances this man 
spent the night and was rescued 
the following day and taken to the 
hospital. We askéd Daniel Saun- 
ders, a Seventh Day Adventist 
Christian, about the light that 
guided him. He said that the Lord 
had sent an angel to direct him as 
there was absolutely nothing in 
that direction to make a light that 
night, and the light had disap- 
peared when he reached the tree. 

What happened to Alex Gator 
and the evangelistic services that 
were held was the next question 
that came to my mind? Upon 
inquiry Daniel Saunders stated 
that Alex Gator had worked hard

Members of the Belle Glade and 
South Bay City ‘Commissions 
agreed over the past week to take 

_ part in and pay their share of 
studies, in conjuction with the 
county, designed to pinpoint infil- 
tration points.in the two cities’ 
sewer systems. 

The SSES (Sewer System Eval- 
uation Study) is an integral part of 
the 201 waste water pollution 
control study being done for the 
entire western portion of Palm 
Beach County, with the county 
acting as leading agent. 

In South Bay, the SSES will cost 
a total of $11,100, $3,700 of which 
will be paid by the city. The South 
Bay City Commission signed the 
agreement last Thursday in a 
special meeting. 

The Belle. Сізде” City Commis- 
sion approved its agreement with 
the county during Monday night’s 
regular meeting. The total cost of 
the Belle Glade study will be 
$45,170, of which the city is
